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HE war in China fe proving 
long and costly to the Japan- 
Their General Staff expected 

that the next Instalmént in thelr 

expansion programme—the coun- 
cry north of the Yellow River— 
could be conquered {in a few 
weeks, and with a total force of 
40,000 men. 


They have already sent more 
than a quarter of a milllon—120,- 
000 have been sent to-check revolt 
in Manchukuo, Their losses are 
‘so heavy that reinforcements are 
continually required. The war 
will soon have lasted for five full 
months. Winter is approaching 
in the North; and decisive victory 
stil] seems indefinitely remoto. - 


The Chineso resistance has 
not only surprised the Japan- 
ese; it has surprised the world. 
The “Times” declares that. up 
to the end of August the Chin- 
ese Alr Force hnd shot down 62 
Japanese machines, and that 
foreign observers had verified 
the figures by viewing the 
wrecka of the fallen aircraft and 
the corpses of the crows. 


The Chinese infantry have stood 
firm ngainst attacks conducted 
with oan immense array of 
mechanised equipment.

What woulu this mean to Japan, 
to China, and the World? 


To Japan—Fascism and grind- 
ing poverty. Already the Man- 
churian adventure has much in- 
creased the power of the military 
cliques at the expense of parlia- 
mentary and constitutional con- 
trol. It has brought no economic 
compensations in. its train. 
Japanese settlement has been a 
total fallure; the vast cost of 
keeping Manchuria in military 
subjection has been offset by no 
substantial increase in revenue or 
trade. 


To Chinn—fearful suffering and 
loss of life, the milltarisation of a 
quarter of the human race, the 
sacrifice of the progress to nation- 
al fulfilment which the Nanking 
Government had begun. 


To the World—the loss of trade 
in China, the risks inherent in 
another centre of disorder and un- 
reat, another nail in the coffin of 
the League of Nations, the loss of

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UNITED STATES AND BRUSSELS 


IDESPREAD disillusion at the tragically pusillanimous re- 
cord of the Brussels Conference has been accompanied by 


l-round gestures’ of self-defence, resentful of the finger of blama. 


The somewhat curious position is presented of British, American 
and Frencti delegates all apparently content to limit themselves 


Treaty, and all at the syme time, discontent with failure to achieve 
more. If, indeed, we are to believe an authoritative version of 
what happened, the course of events was even more strangely 
inconsequential and irresponsible than that. ; 

“The Times” strongly conveys the impression that the prin- 
cipal Powers were gathered at Brussels well prepared to take a 
firm line, but, no single Power felt justified in taking the initia- 
tive and from the restraint ineptitude developed. 

“The British Government,” says the journal, “have nothing 
whatever with which to reproach themselves for the failure 
(which may only-be temporary)... - They werc ready to go ta 
all lengths with any other Power which had constructive pro- 
posals to that end, but recent experience had taught them the 
uselessness of taking the initiative in defending international 
treaties without assurances that they would obtain something 
more than platonic support.” France would, without a doubt, 
plead precisely the same excuse, which makes the abjectness of 
failure all the more puzzling. In a sense, the accusation of non- 
cooperation is a one-direction gesture. It is aimed at the United 
States, Yet resentment at the mere suggestion is just as keen 
in Washington. The inference we are asked to draw is that all 
wanted to do more, They could not find a way to do it, because 
the delegates of the principal Powers were afraid to commit them- 
selves to clear-cut proposals. ° _ : 

Obviously, however, there must be something more to it than 
that. If Mr. Anthony Eden told Mr. Norman Davis that the Bri- 
tish Government was prepared to go to all lengths with the United 
States, it seems impossible to believe that, no matter how ginget- 
ly, they could not eventually, in informal conversation, have come 
within close proximity of discovering how far, say, the United 


States vas prepared to go with an absolute assurance of Anglo- 


French unreserved support. : From that it seems difficult to escape 
the conclusion that Mr. Norman Davia’s hands were tied; that he 
faced Brussels in all earnestness, but fully sensible of the hard 
fact of powerful manocuvrings in the United States against all 
the implications of President Roosevelt’s Chicago speech on for 
cign policy. : . ‘

ADMIRALTY’S INTEREST IN 
NEW HULL DESIGN 


R. GORDON PRATT, inven- 
tor of the new high-speed 
mys.ery ship which is now being 
built in a Seotdieh shipbuilding 
yard, discussed the 
of his design to passenger mail 
liners for the South African run. 
He said: “Hitherto we have. not 
gone into the matter of modifica- 
tions to enable the new hull typo 
to be applied to vessels carrying 
any considerable weight of cargo, 
and it must be clearly understood 
that the invention only applies 
where the speed deslred Ig ma- 
terially in excess of the square 
root of the length of the ship. 
For example  100ft.—over 
knots; 200ft—over 17  knota; 
400ft.—over 24 knots, and 800ft. 
—over 34 knots; though at the 
same time it should be appreciat- 
ed that the new type of hull re- 
moves the Jength restriction, and 
accordingly it will no longer bo 
necessary to build vessels of other 
wise quite uunecessary size in or- 
der to attain a high speed. .

“LATE HOURS AND 
SLEEPLESSNESS” 


(Continued from Page 2) 


1, A PROLONGED neutral 
bath is a good method of reduc- 
ing nervousness when this is the 
cause. - Get intoa bath about blood 
heat 96 dex. to 98 dey. Hot wa- 
ter should be added, every now 
and then, to keep the water at a 
constant temperature. The nerve 
ends all over the body are in a 
atate of tension, and need to be 
thoroughly relaxed by some arti- 
ficial method before sleep is pos 
sible, This the warm water does. 
Do not be afraid—stay soaking 
for half an hour or longer. 

2. Where the head is alightly 
congested, and the feet slightly 
cold, placing the feet in hot water 
for a few minutes will induce 
sleep jn many cases, 

3. Hot water tottles will have 
the same effect very often. 

4. A glass of warm milk, just 
before retiring, will draw the 
blood down from the head, to the 
stomach, and induce sleep, though 
in many inatances I do not think 
this is a very hygienic method of 
inducing sleep, but I believe that, 
in severe cases, we often have to 
choore the lesser of two evils, and 
the itl effects of the milk ure cor- 
tainly less than a night's sleep- 
Iessness. 

5. MONOTONOUS STIMULA- 
TION will often have the effect 
of sending one to sleep. The tick 
of a watch may be listened to, 
though the old counting idea is 
usually singularly unsuccessful, 

6. The practice of making the 
mind a blank—thinking of a high 
blank wall is very useful. I have 
used this method and it Induce3 
sleep very frequenily. 

7. MUSCULAR RELAXATION 
is helpful; indeed this method is 
too little known, apparently, for 
its advantages are certainly very 
great. The method of procedure 
is as follows:— 

Lie flat on your back on the 
bed, assume a restful attitude. 
Now think of the back of your 
neck. You-will protably find that 
it In tense and rigid; you are un- | 
consciously holding your head on 
your shoulders while the pillow 


-should be supporting it, Relax 


these muscles; let your head sink 
back into the pillow; Iet the bed 
retain the whole welght of your 
head. Now pass, -in thought, to 
the right leg, then the left leg. 
Finally relax the trunk, sink back 
on the bed, make the body aos 
“heavy” as possible. By the time 
you have gone all round your 
body in ‘this way you will prob-, 
ably find that your neck ja again 
tenae, and this must be nyain re- 
laxed. Go round your body three 
or four times in this fashion, al- 
ways ending up with your neck 
and head. You will be surprised 
at the “relief” you obtain, and 1 
do not doubt after a few trials, 
you will be enabled to woo slum- 
ber almost at will by this method>

“Reware iest you slander love 
py tatking wildly of the injustice 
invelved'in undeserved auttering!"”

Deny freedom to love and you 
deny the essential truth of love. 
Love must be free to express it- 
elt, to risk and give itself even 
unto death, This is the great 
truth which lies behind all per 
verted forms of patriotism which 
issue in war. Man is free to love 
his country; his love for his coun- 
cry conters upon him the right to 
aie tor his country, but it is tho 
right of love, of love for all that 
his country means and is—the 
right to love, the right to die for 
tove, but not the rignt to kill for 
hate, especiatly for an unreal hate.
